Cultural  Directions:  Outdoor  planting  should  be  done  early  in  the  fall  to  secure  healthy  plants,  vigorous  foliage  and  beautiful  flowers.  Set  the 
bulbs  so  that  there  is  earth  above  them  to  their  own  depth.  This  is  a good  rule.  Do  not  overcrowd;  3 to  4 inches  apart  for  small  bulbs,  such  as  Crocus, 
etc.;  6-7  inches  for  Jonquils,  Tulips,  Iris,  Freesias;  7-9  inches  for  Hyacinths  and  Narcissus;  18  to  27  inches  for  Lilies  and  Agapanthus.

DAFFODILS 


Before  the  winter  has  passed  these  wonderful  flowers  give  their  cheerful  appearance  to  all  beholders.  They  may  be  planted  along 
the  sidewalk  and  perhaps  even  neglected,  but  no  matter — the  Daffodils  come  with  the  Spring.  In  clumps  under  trees  they  show  a 
mass  of  bright  color. 

Plant  Daffodils  in  October  and  November  out  in  the  open  ground  in  good  soil  and  let 
them  remain  undisturbed.  After  flowering,  let  the  leaves  die  back,  but  do  not  cut  them  off 
or  the  bulb  will  not  flower  next  year.  Set  5 inches  deep  and  8 inches  to  12  inches  apart. 

The  bulbous  roots  will  multiply  and  send  up  fine  long  flower  stems  every  spring.  Be  sure  to 
keep  the  ground  moist  during  the  growing  season  if  season  is  dry.  They  can  also  be  grown 
easily  in  pots,  putting  four  or  five  bulbs  into  a 5-inch  pot,  and  keep  watered.
